War Thrills Come to Ambu- 
lance Men 



JOHN K. CLOUD. STAR ATHLETE OF 
GALLAUDET, WRITES OF LURID 
SCENES AT THE FRONT.

Life as an ambulance driver In 

France is described iii letteni re- 
ceived here from John K. Cloud, 
former situ athlete of Gallaudel 
College and now engaged in driv- 
ing mi ambulance given by the 'leaf 
people of America lo Hip B>encb 
Republic. 

The movement to Hem) am- 
bulances to France .sinned at Gal- 

laudet. The driver of the Bret am 
balance is not deaf, but is the eon 
of deaf parents. 

Start on Friday the 18th. 

Letteis telling of Mr. Cloud's trip 
aoross the ocean and bin Ural days 
lu France were published recently 
in tbe&er. The new letters follow : 

"AT THB FRONT, FRANCE, 

July 19, 1917. 
"DkakT. : — We left Parle Fri- 
day I lie L8th (lucky day, eb?) and 
traveled continuously lor four days 
Went Orel io a southern city, where 

we received our Fiat ambulances, 
(ben we rode north lo the front. 
The Fiat car is an Italian make 
and veiy powerful The ride to 
Hie front which wo made was over 
the prettiest pari of France — Hint 
is, the coon try was quiie pretty all 
the way except in the war zone. 
We have seen some sights which I 
will tell you about. Or course, you 
understand that it is impossible for 
me tO JliVe definite names and places. 
I bis would not be exactly right, be- 
cause we have promised not to do 
HO, and besides, it is not in accord- 
ance with the military regulations. 
The French ollicials trust us not to 
do so— often they pass our mail out 
Unoenaored - '<> you see there is only 
one thing to do. 

"There are two fellows on each 
car. When not very busy they 
work together, hut when business 
picks tip they work in twenty lour 

boar shifts. That Is how we are 
working now. Bwtween tin- two fel- 
lows I be car must be kept up pro 
perly ami kept ready foi a call at a 
moment's noliee. VVe are at the 
scene of the big offensive which you 
all are reading about now in the 
papers. Most Of tin* wounded 
which are brought in to this base are 

Boohe (the favorite French term for 
the G. iniaus). They are well licit 
ed by the French There was a 

load which < Mine in yesterday of six 

fellows, and among thera there were 

two who, I am Hiiro, were nil more 
than sixteen years old. Have seen 
very sad cases among the wounded. 
There are two Ameiican ladies here 

doing Bed Grow work, ami they do 

no like the idea of ' nursing ' the 
Bodies. They have collected a 
number oT buttons fiom the Boche 
wounded which tb*>\ passed out lo 

yesterday. I'M have some for 
you when I gel heck. 

BAD I.OOKIM. IK I.UARIANS 
"There were several hundred 

Bulgarian prisoners brought in yes 
terday. Tni < sad looking lot. 

Many Of them talk and understand 
French, so we talked to them 
They told us thai they had not been 
■ lured, but had deserted their 
army and country. They said they 
weie tired and sick of the war 
This Tact alone is charact.erlsli. 
the " Bon." I cannot Imagine an 
American deserting his army and 
country daring the nine of war just 

because he was tired I an) tore he 

would die first, 

"The bombardment la fierce. 

A COUtlnOOUS roar day and night. 

At night the Hashes of the gunfire 

make the sky look quite red. This 

especially noticeable last night. 

There isan aviation baee near here. 
The stunts of the French aviators 
(also a fow Amerloaos) are very 
thrilling, Looping- 1 t>e-loop is slow 

Compared lo what they do now 
They fly overhead all day long. 
They brought down three Boche 
planes here the day before we 

arrived - . There were three A n 

can aviators here visiting yesterday. 



They formerly were with the Am- 
bulance Corps. They promised to 
fly overhead this afternoon, but as 
if Is now raining, I doubt if they 
will come. 

" At the place where we received 
our ambulances we were given the 
balance of our outfit. Steel helmet, 
gas mask, mussette, canteen, etc. 
The helmet must be worn during 
calls with the ambulance and the 
gaa mask must be kept ou our persou 
at all times. A gas attack is very 
sudden and can overcome a man in 
thirty seconds. The worst is that 
there is no warning of an attack. 
They also gave each of us a cheep 
skin, fur lined, waterproof auto 
coat. You oau easily see that we 
nic veiy well equipped, satisfied and 
happy in our work. 

" I aw goieg lo mention another 
word or two about one of my favor- 
ite topics— 'the eats.' Our section 
carries cooks, mechanics, etc., 
besides the forty- five fellows. They 
are old Fiench soldiers, but, oh, 
how they can cook! For break- 
fast (8 A.M.), coffee (real) with bread 
and jam; lunch (12 M.) soup, salad, 
wine; dinner (6 P M.), regular beef 
steak with gravy, new potatoes and 
more jam. The American Red 
Cross allows each man 1) francs 
(30 cents) a day for food and the 
French government gives us mote. 
We are very well fed, don'l you 
think? They feed us much belter 
(ban t bey do at the Hotel du Palais 
in Paris." 1 really think I'll get fat. 
I know I would if I could combine 
the good oats with regular sleep. 
That is what, is so uncertain — our 
Sleep must be had whenever we can 
gel it. It depends entirely upon 
the action of the armies. 

" It might interest you to know 
that the 'deaf ambulance' will be 
ready and in the Held at the open* 
ing of the schools for the deaf of 
the United Slates— about September 
15th. 

" AT THE FRONT, FRANCE, 

August 5, 1917. 

" Pkah T. :— The first thing of 
iuteresY that happened after we 
reached this base, which was on the 
evening of the 17th, was an airplane 
battle. There have been so many 
since that they are of little interest 
to us now. The Aral warning of h 

Bocae plasm is given by the French 

anil aircraft batteries. We hear 
the explosion and then look around 
until we loe.ile the ball ol smoke 
which the buisting shell makes 
hen far oveihead. Often the 
Boohe planes are so high that they 
cannot be SMB. With the naked eye 
— we oan hear them tho'. It is 
quite thrilling to st-e five or six 
Boohs planes trying lo get ' by,' but 
without success. Then, lo see the 
French aviators chase them hack is 
also some sight. Every day there 
ire battles overhead, except when 
it rains very hard. There tias been 
very little damage done by the 
BocbS planes by day —it has been 
at night that bombs have been 
dropped and damage doue. At 
night it is impossible to see an aero 
plane, so they can fly closer and 
can bS beard much ensier. We do 
not know if the passing aeroplane 
is Boohe or French. When one is 
beard at night we can only lie Still 
ami silently pray that it is no 
Bocbe. It's a peculiar feeling, as 
bombs have been dropped quite 
close, and not infreqently near this 
base 

" A week passed before we got. to 
see what liquid fire looks like 
The relied ion was so bright that 
it made our camp as bright as day, 
which is some light, as our camp is 
about ten kilometers from the front 

line trenches. 

The bombardment is very heavy 
and continuous, at night especially. 
We can see the flashes of tire big 
batteries qnile easily. 

'* August 6 

"It has been raining for nearly 
Tour days and the mud is fierce. 
Resembles glue somewhat in thai it 
sticks to everything. Missouri mud 
is quite 'muddy,' but it cannot com- 
pare to French mud Besides being 
rainy it' lias been quite cob], and as 
WS are living in tents we have not 
bees vei y comlortable. This morn- 
ing the sun has consented to shine 
a bit, so I suppose Hie rain is over. 

" Last night I went up a high 
hill near here with two other fellows 
and watched the bombardment At 
present it is one continuous rumble. 
From this hill you can see the 



cannon flash and, of course, the 
lacket is louder. 

" There is a rumor that the Bodies 
are going to bomb the village, which 
is one kilometer from here, today. 
Our ' chef had us got ont our gas 
masks and see if they were all O. K. 
The Germans have invented a new 
odorless gas, and hence we must be 
on the lookout for unexpected 
attacks. The French planes are 
flying all around ns today as if they 
are really expecting an encounte/ 
They know everything. At the 
aviation squadrilla near litre there 
are three Americans. We have 
made friends with them and have 
learned some very interesting 
things. When 1 first thought of 
coming to France I wanted to go 
into aviation, but could not see my 
way clear. Now things have 
changed somewhat ami I am deter- 
mined more than ever to get into 
aviation. It's a thrilling occupa- 
tion if yon are careful — and lucky. 

"Our food is great. We have 
about the best oook that has ever 
been with any American section. 
In fact we like him so well (rathei his 
cooking) that we have agreed to do 
natS him 2 francs each from us all 
This means about 100 francs (about 
$20) additional lo what he already 
receives from the Government 
This means a lot to him, and hence, 
he Is determined to see that we get 
what we want and all we want. 
Yesterday we had pancakes — think 
of it ! — regular pancakes. Besides 
pancakes, we get (cow) beef, 
potatoes, vegetables, (all kinds), 

cheese, eggs, COCOB, wine, good 
bread, apricots, rice, prunes, etc , 
etc Really wonderful 

" The American ambulance 
drivers have been having a streak 
cd bad luck recently. Two have 
been killed, one lost a leg, and an- 
other was shot in the breast within 
the past week. The last two cases 
were in section ftg, which is our 
nearest neighbor. We have been 
quite fortunate owing to our expe- 
rienced * chef and lieutenant, I am 
sure'. 

" We have a camp canteen where 
we can tiny ink, paper, shoe stiings, 
etc. It is run by the section, and 
all goods are sold at cost. 

"We have stalled a library. 
Each fellow has donated at least one 
book — this entitles him to draw one 
hook at a time We have some 
friends in Paris who send BS maga 
zines, most, lining dated 1911, 1912, 
1914, etc 

"The chef brought an American 
graphophone with about 100 records, 

which adds a groat deal to the camp. 
We have rec ived much enjoyment 
from this machine. 

"If wm want to go sightseeing there 
are many places nearby to visit-ant i 
aircraft batteries, aviation .Mjuadril- 
las, hospitals, boche prison camps, 
military beedquartem, etc. We 
must not be inquisitive — one fellow 
was arrested last week for that of- 
fense. Boche and Bulgarian prison 
era ate brought through hero all the 
time " 

" At the Front. 

"August 21, 1917 

"My Dear T. : — Last night we 
heard that we would move shortly 
and be connected with a division of 
the French army. As yon know we 
ate at a base hospital now and the 
work is not very dangerous. We 
ate all quite excited, as life with a 

French division at the front has 

many attractions We have sent 
several of our boys to the extreme 
front sections to do some work with 
the other sections. They have ic- 
turned with very exciting stories, 
and souvenirs, such as shrapnel, 
shells, German gas masks, etc. I 
tried to get in on the dip this morn- 
ing. Four of our DOTS left. Bui 
I learned that I had volunteered too 
late. Howevei, as the whole aeotio i 
is going up within a few days 1 can 
wait. 

" There was a boche plane 
brought down seven kilometer- 
from here and I walked all the way 
over to see the remains It was my 
day off , so I could do as I wished lo 
do. While the enemy plane was 
falling (it was hit 5,000 meters 
overhead) the wind cariied it back 
and it landed in a forest. The 
pilot was shot In the hack of the 
head, tint the observer only had a 
slight wound in his nose. It look 
ed quite near, but, after reaching 
the scene, I discovered that it was 
about seven kilometers away, 1 
got some fine pictures which I hope 



will turn out well. I also got a 
part of tho canvas covering of the 
aeroplane and a very interesting 
part it is, too, as it contains part of 
the black malteso cross which is 
the German insignia. I also got 
some pieces of the frame. It was 
an enormous machine. It was 
brought down by out (I say ' our' 
because it is very close to us) anti- 
aircraft battery. 

"Speaking of rain, you don't 
know what rain is — at least, I never 
did until I came here. From July 
30th lo August 10th it rained at least 
three times a day, and often more 

than three times a day. 

* * * * * 

" Whs railed away and have just 
relumed. Carried a load of five 
wounded men, who were lo an awful 
condition. You cannot imagine 
what war is until you heara wound- 
ed man cry ' iloucemeiit,' which is 
the French word for slow. We go 
as slowly and carefully as we cau, 
but the pain is sb great that the 
smallest bumps seem enormous to 
the lilesse. We are going to work 
all night tonight, as the wounded 
must be carried ' somewhere' — the 

hospitals here are full.

" It seems as if I shall never 
finish this — I was just again called 
out on a tiip. 

Protection Under Wagons 

" August 22, 1917. 

"Just as I finished writing the 
above sentence I had to go again. 

Returned at 9 pm. The 1) 

Boohe tried to put ua off the earth 

with bombs. They dropped some 
sixty bombs, but only killed one 
man — it was tierce. Most of us 
were lyim; aider wagons, etc., 
which offered some protection, but 
not very much. It was the raid 
which wi> had been expecting for 
sometime As they did not suc- 
ceed, we believe we aie in for it 
again tonight At 12:.'10 I tried to 
get a little sleep, but could cot. At 
2 a.m. was called out 0P a long trip. 
It was Very, very cold and dark. 
We have no w y to see our road 
except by s'aili ht — no lights per- 
mitted. I got back at (i a m. this 
mor ling, filled up the car with es- 
sence, ate a bite and tried to get 
some sleep Rested a little 
here I am. And if I look anything 
like 1 feel, 1 must he a sad looking 
bird. I am olT this afternoon, as 
my partner has the ear out. I go 
on again tonight for another all 
night excursion. 

"There is nothing that has made 
me realize the fierceness of this war 
more than being in contact with the 
wounded You cannot imagine what 
il is unless you see for yourself — 
I hat is, unless the public asa whole 
has changed some since I left. 

" At the Front, France, 
" August 23, 1917. 
" Dear T. : 1 have been through 
a volume of experiences, too many 

lo enumerate hers and not tho kind 

which the censor would puss by. 

"As you know, the Fiench put on 
S grand offensive hereon this front, 
and it was a Wonderful success 
Less than four minutes' walk from 
here there ore some 7,000 Boche 
prisoners, and more are being 
brought in every day. I had a call 
to the prison ramp yesterday lo bring 

eight wounded Geinians to the 
hospital. Th id looking 

bunch. While waiting for the 
usual 'red-tape' when getting 
wounded men (especially Bodies) 1 
had an excellent opportunity to look 
I hem over. I got some good pictures 
of them, but had to get permission 
from the captain tlrst. It happened 
to be ' feeding' time and I was treat- 
ed to some sight. The Bodies were 
like pig- bad had nothing to 

for three whole days. The gun 
fire ol the French artillery cut off all 
OOmmaulOatiOfl With their food sta- 
tion. The captain of the camp was 
Very pleasant and kind - he gave me 
a Boche helmet for a souvenir. 
Pretty SOOn 1*11 have to hire a special 
machine to carry around my souve- 
nirs. If a person wishes to keep his 
souvenirs sate he must keep them 
locked up in his dufliebag — mine is 
full. 

" Here is a story to exchange for 
the one you gave me (which was 
very good). Seveial hundred Boche 
prisoners wore 'captured?' — no, 

they gave themselves op to the 

French. One of the prisoners who 

spoke French (oi perhaps a French' 

miu spoke German) saiil that at the 



same time and same place there 
would be another bunch of prisoners 
who would desert their comrades and 
surrender if the French would not 
fire at them. Well, at the same 
place, and at the same time next 
night, the French stopped firing and 
sure enough, a bunch of Germans 
sui rendered. Now comes the joke; 
get ready to laugh. The bunch 
that surrendered the second night 
brought mail with them for tlieii 
comrades who had surrendered the 
day before. How's that ? This is 
supposed to be a true story — at least, 
it was told me by one of the officers 
of the regiment which made the 
catch. 

" The Boche have tried several 
counter atacks, but have been cut 
down like dogs — they haven't a 
chance. The offensive was a suc- 
cess — moib than that — because the 
Fiench got what they weut after 
and more to." 



PITTSBURGH. 



On October 20th, at Washington 
Hall, the deaf folk in this vicinity 
had the rare pleasure of listening to 
a lecture by the Rev. Mr. Whildin of 
Baltimore, ou the subject, " Why 
the War?" The reverend gentle- 
man prefaced his remarks by dig 
claiming that our country held any 
grievance against the German 
people as a class, or that we were 
jealous of their " Kulter" or coveted 
any of their material possessions. 
He showed, however, how we were 
forced into the melee by the war 
the despoilers of liberty. 
Then for an hour and more, in a 
forceful, deliberate style, he pre- 
sented an array of facts that proved 
the designs Of the Kaiser and bis 
thirsty hounds, which gave us no 
choice but to take our stand for 
" life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." As Attila and his 
horde spaied none, so the Kaiser and 
his " Huns" hoped to tenorize the 
world and work their design — to 
master the world. Mauy slories, 
illustrating tho methods and prac 
lice of the Germaus were given, 
sufficiently horrifying, and the 
speaker declared there were loads 
of others too revolting to present to 
an audience. There was a large 
audience present, and the speaker 
received their undivided attention 
throughout, and at the close, called 
for more, which shows how they 
appreciated the lecture. 

Mi. P. R. Gray was induced to 

address the meeting, aud he added 
to the score agHinst the " Kaiser 
ism," and kept the interest at fever 

heat. He declared that to give 
anything like an adquate account 
of the atrocities practiced by the 
enemy would require an all-night 
session. 

It had been announced that Rev. 
Mi. Smielan would lecture this 
evening and he was called on to 
firlflll his conlraot, as he was 
present. He claimed, however, 
that he had produced a substitute 
who more than fulfilled the bill, so 
he thought he should lie absolved. 
He made a few remarks latei, tell- 
fnij how he had heard Mr. Whil 
din's lecture several times, but it 
was never given in I he same "make 
up," which he thought showed that 
the lecturet was ohocb-full of his 
subject and had more on tap than 
lie could possibly present at 
meeting. 

The proceeds of the lecture 
to the Home fund, and it was

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The masquerade social of the 
Pittsburgh Division, No. 36 of the 
N. F. S. D., came off as scheduled, 
Oct. 24, and was, we are informed, a 
splendid success, both as to the 
number of characters in mask and 
the size of the audience, some 125 
being in attendance. But this will 
be 4< writ up" by an abler hand in 
sociology, so there is no need of 
enlarging here. 

The same evening, October 24th, 
the Pittsburgh Social League held a 
meeting in the rooms, corner Wood 
and Water Streets, for the benefit of 
the Red Cross or the soldiers in the 
field. This, too, was largely attend- 
ed and resulted in good financial 
success, as there was much enthu- 
siasm, especially wheu Hon. K. V. 
Babcock, Candidate for Mayor of 
Pittsburgh, addressed the meeting. 
Master Hugh Sawhill interpreted 
his remarks, and did it most credit- 
ably for oue of his years. 

Mr. Babcock commended the 
League for doing their " bit" in the 
great war, and promised, should he 
be elected, to do all in his power 
to promote the welfare of the 
deaf in general and the League in 
particnlar. He contributed $5.00 
to the fund, and made his address 
brief, as he bad other engagements 
to fill. 

This seems a good way to bring 
the deaf aud their needs before the 
public. The politicians can ap- 
preciate their votes, at any rate. 

Messrs. A Richman, Jas. Butei 
hangh and J. E. Roseusteel, motor- 
ed down from Altoona on the 24th 
ult., in the lattei's machine, and 
reported a glorious run, the trip 
being made in about four hours 
Tbey hugged the Lincoln Highway 
most of the time, called on friends 
iu Wilkinsburg as they passed 
through, and attended the Fiat social 
iu the evening. Mr. Richman an- 
nounced that just seven deaf 
people of Altoona had subscribed 
for $1,700.00 worth of Liberty 
Bonds.

It is; with deep regret that we 
chronicle the death, in the early 
morning of Wednesday, November 
7th, of Mrs. Mary Prime Stoddard, 
wife of Rev. Dr. Charles Augustus 
Stoddard, President of the Board of 
Directors of the New York Institu- 
tion for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb. The immediate cause 
of death was heart failure. 
Death claimed her in her seventy- 
seventh year. 

.She leaves her husband and four 
daughters — Mrs. Frederick Jennings 
Parsons, of Paris, France (at pre- 
sent in New York), Mrs. Stuart 
Duncan, Mrs. William M. V. Hoff- 
man, and Mrs. Albert Gould Jen- 
nings. 

Mrs. Stoddard was a daughter of 
the late Samuel Irenaeus Prime, 
D. D. , distinguished {in his day as 
an editorial writer, lecturer, author 
and pulpit orator., 

On the i8th of May, 1875, Mrs. 
Stoddard became a Member of the 
New York Institution, and during 
the long interval of forty-two years, 
she took a helpful interest in the 
uplifting work to which the school 
is committed. During these years she 
served on the Ladies' Committee of 
the Institution. 

Mrs. Stoddard was exceptionally 
beautiful in form and feature, which 
was heightened by an unaffected 
grace of manner and sweetness of 
disposition. In tbe days of her 
young womanhood, nearly forty 
years ago, Rev. Dr. and Mrs. 
Stoddard and their children lived in 
a brick mansion on Washington 
Heights, and tbe pupils of tbe In- 
stitution in those days will remem- 
ber the kindliness of manner which 
charactemed her attitude towards 
the deaf, and will learn with sorrow 
that her useful life is ended and her 
gentle personality taken away 
forever from the world.

Major Van Tassell has sent the 
following to Kan wood graduates

I wish to call your attention to a 
change in the Army Regulations in 
regard to saluting the national 
anthem and the colors. You will 
note that the only difference is that 
persons, whether in uniform or 
civilian dress, do not salute the 
national anthem when uncovered, 
simply standing at attention and 
facing the music. This change was 
made to affect mixed audiences at 
assemblages, such as theatres, con- 
certs, etc., indoors, to make the 
respect paid uniform. Heretofore, a 
soldier standing alongside o'f a civil- 
ian was rendered conspicuous when 
saluting with the hand salute, while 
the civilian simply stood at attention.

On October 28th, 1867, Dr. A. 
I. K Crouter began his work of 
teaching the deaf in the Pennsyl- 
vania Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, and therefore on Octobai 
28th, 1917, hecompleted fifty years 
of continuous service. The joyful 
anniversary found the Doctor a 
patient in the Institution Infirmary 
well on the road to recovery from 
a recent surgical operation, and on 
this account a quiet commemora- 
tion of the anniversary was neces 
sary. It proved a happy occasion 
though for Dr. Crouter and all con- 
cerned. On the morning of the 
anniversary Dr. Crouter, iu the In- 
firmary, seated comfortably iu a, 
large arm-chair which the officers 
and employees of the Institution, 
who have served under him not less 
that twenty years, presented to 
lo him as a token of regard and in 
honor of the occasion, otherwise 
well and in the best of spirit, re- 
ceived the congratulations of the 
officers, teacheis and friends of the 
Institution anu shook hands with 
even one. 

Towards eleven o'clock the scene 
changed, and it was then the turn 
of the deaf friends of Dr. Crouter 
to give expression to their feeliugs 
on the happy occasion. There was 
no procession of doaf persons as 
there was 'of hearing persons a short 
while before, but, they were repre- 
sented by Mr. K M. Ziegler, as 
Chairman of the General Commit- 
tee of the Deaf of Philadelphia, 
and by Mi. John A. Roach, Vice 
President of the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of the 
Deaf. After they had congratu- 
lated Dr. Crouter and were even 
more warmly greeted by him, Mr. 
Roach handed to him the following 
letter on behalf of the Pennsyl- 
vania Society.

Meagher's Nose Broken. 

Vancouver, Wash, Oct. t.~ 
(Special) — James F. Meagher, 115- 
pound famous deaf boxer 
wrestler and one of the two deaf 
men in the United States with police 
powers, now an instructor at the 
Washington State School for the 
Deaf, attempted to arrest, a eoople 
of soldiers near the Liberty Theater, 
Tenth and Main Streets, about mid- 
night, and in the melee got his ©it- 
broken nose fractured again. 

Here is how the deaf policeman 
told the thrilling tale in the ever- 
expressive sign language today : 

'' At 12:10 Sunday morning I saw 
a group of soldiers quarreling 
around an automobile in which sat 
some girls. As I came up one soldier 
suddenly knocked another one 
down. His head hit the pavement 
and lie lay as if dead. Naturally I 
did my duty, grasped the ag;i 
and in clear verbal tones said : 
"you're under arrest. 

"He curled his lip in -corn and 
hit. me full on my oft-broken n 
I kept my glip with one hand, the 
other being useless (nearly lost, two 
fingers in the school's new linotype 
a week ago), so could not, strike 
lack. Two other soldiers jumped 
from behind and hammered home 
blows. A pupil of the Behoof, also 
deaf, caine to my rescue. I 
vens opened ami ■oldieri $ <tih-<| to 
rain down from all points of 
universe, the non-commissioned 
officers tryiug to quell the privi 
and the privates trying to do us Dp. 

"The pupils realized we wen 
nnmbered and ran to the police sta- 
tion for help. I held out two min- 
utes longer, but I couldn't fight the 
entire Uni' \rmy. One 

soldier came on the run and threw 
himself so hard into the melee that 
we were forced through the big 
plate glass window of the Fly DO. fur 
niinie store. The man who started 
it was nearest the window and re- 
ceived some severe cuts, inoloding 
one over the right eye. That put

" When the others began to kick 
at my vulnerable parts I decided one 
good hand was not enough to sops 
with the six or eight, fighters, ami 
as I had no handcuffs or gun I ran 
for the police station for the 
serves.
